calls attention to the fact that Bryan 
did not assume a new role if his ul- 
terior motive in resigning was to 
prepare the way to become a can- 
didate against Wilson in the next 
convention. Most 
of Bryan's life 


has been spent as a critic, the Globe- 
Democrat says, and in that 
the 


Globe-Democrat will find everyone 
agreeing. 


He has betrayed enthusiasm over 


few things done in public life, lie 
was one of the members of the House 
who carried Prof. Wilson around 
the chamber oil their shoulders when 
the Wilson bill passed, which 
they 


construed as the dawn of millennium.

The Arizona will be nearly twice 


as long as the Indiana, half again 
as wide and of three limes as great 
displacement. There is also noted a 
great difference in the armament of 
the two warships. 
While the Indi- 


ana has four 13-inch and eight 8- 
inch 
guns the Arizona 
is to have 


twelve 14-inch guns and twenty-two 
5-incli. 
The guns are also greater 


in calibre, those of the Indiana bo- 
ing thirty-five 
as 
compared 
with 


forty-five which will be mounted on 
the Arizona. 


The Arizona is the fourth battle- 


ship to be built by the government 
in its own navy-yard at New York. 
It will be the largest of t.ho four.
